Among 
prohibited activities include signing political advertisements,” arranging and attending political 
gatherings for a political candidate,’ and allowing a candidate for public office to place a sign in 


support of the candidate outside a judge's home.“ 
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Judge violated Judicial Conduct Rule providing that a judge shall not solicit funds for, pay an 
assessment to, or make a contribution to a political organization, or to or on behalf of any partisan or 
independent office-holder or candidate for public office, where judge's social media page contained 
endorsements from two partisan candidates and a political organization, and judge contributed to 
a partisan candidate.
